The true way is to have a tob of salt
plared where eattle, horses, and sheep can bave
access Lo it at all times, whether they are in the
pasture or in the ba:nyard. Thes when the
appetite calls for u lick of salt, they ran go and
get it, ut the very time it Is most needed, and
when 1t will exert the most beneticin! effwct on
digestion or any part of the system.

A pgood plan is to keep salt in a small tab or
strong, water tight pail in the pasture during
the pasturing senson, and in the yard during
winter. Animals will not cousume as mach

| when they are supplied with it in this WAy as

they will when they are salted once or twice
during & weck. It is slovenly and wastefsl to
throw salt on the gronnd for animals, and es-
preinlly for sheep, us they will often waste balf
as much as they consume.

For salting sheep, drive three or four high

; stukes around w pail, or smull tub, leaving one
| side only, s0 that they can thrust their heads
| sepurately into it. For esttle and horses, ex-

circle the tub with a lot of boulders as high as
the top of 1t, or drive a balf dozen strong stakes
around it letting them extend above it @
inches, to protect it from being puwed to tad
ments. If the tnb is water-tight, in case it
should rainin it there will be nothing lost, as
they wiil jiek the salt water as they will the
salt ; and should the wuter evaporute, the salt
will remain. Wheu sheep or rear cattle are
| kept in pasture where there Is much clover
(trifolium protense), they usually have s great
| hankering after salt ; and if they can bave se-
cess to It, they will go acd lick, more or less,
several times during the duy; and they will
rectify the acidity of the stomaeh, and keep
| them from bloating. Many u farmer has lost a
| fine animal, in consequence of bloating, which
| one pound of salt would bave kept in good
hewlth.—Scientifle American.

in good, healthy condition, for the first week at
lenst then she should be discarded. [T this were
generally observed, we wonld have much better
swine thun we now have.

When the young pigs are about a week oid,
! have a swmall or low trough put where the lit-
[ tle pigs can get to it at all times, vet out
| of the resch of the old sow. The young
{ pigs will soon learn to eat out of it, and thns
- help to fatten themselves and relieve 1he mother.
We first give skim mlik, after which sour or
thick milk is given. The trough shonld be kept
well supplied, so the plgs can have as much and
| as often as they wish. This js the trie way to
